This morning a Journal-News rep- 


resentative met the committee at the 
office of Judge B. B. Bclden In the 
court house and discussed the matter 
fully and got their version of the mat- 
ter, as follows: 


"Th'e building committee, composed 


of Martin Christiansen of Raymond, 
ohairman of. the board; Matt Cunning- 
ham. Burlington: W. A. Tucker, York- 
ville, Ni»s Christiansen, N. F. Ander- 
son, L. C.' Sorenson and L. H. Tance 
of Racine, gave the various plans ev- 
ery consideration and after every de- 
tail was gone over they recommend- 
ed the i'ketoh of Bell, Tyrle and Chap- 
man of Minneapolis, Minn,, but not 
before the articles of agreement were 
materially changed and modified by 
the district attorney, W. W. Storms, 
Attorney J. B. Simmons being there 
for the architect. 


Adopt.s Sketches 


"In executive sesnlon 
the county 


board voted to adopt these sketches, 
the vote standing 14 for Bell, Tyrie 
and Chapman, 10 for Gullbert and 
Funston, 1 for Burrlnd and 1 for 
Chandler and Park, and 1 blank.

Af- 
terward the sketches of Bell, Tyrie

house building committee; to enter in- 
to a contract with Belle, Tyrie and 
Chapman, 
architects, in accordance 


with the sketch adopted by this board 
and that the architects prepare plans 
and specifications of the new court 
house, to be submitted at a later 
session. 
"Statements have boon published 


that the contract, prepared by Mr. 
Bell, was signed without a single, mod- 
ification, no', even to the changing of 
a letter.

THE HEAVENS IN MARCH. 
By Prof. Eric Doollttle of the University of Pennsylvanla- 


Mercury becomes the Evening Star on March 2nd. Cause of the Zodiacal Light. 


• Venus still brilliant in the morning sky. 


With the arrival of this, our first 


spring month, the eastern sky already 
Ibeging to be dominated by the faint 
constellations of summer.. We al- 
ready s«e the. advancing portion of 
the long, faint summer ..zone, which 
•la occupied by the very Urge and in- 
teresting group of the Virgin, while 
above this there shines out the great, 
reddish. Arcturus, a sun thousands 


on the round heavens which is ex- 
actly opposite to B, and BO cross, the 
Celestial Equator at 29 minutes past 
S o'clock in the evening of March 20, 
and therefore this day and the fol- 
lowing night will be of equal length. 


THE MARCH STARS. 


No one who goes out of doors on 


one of the clear, moonless nights 
which will occur during the first half

of ewes brighter and hotter than 
our own. 
It we had no calendars, 


the first entrance of these stars Into 
the evening sky would tell us that 
the end of winter is at hand. The 
observer of the heavens would read 
this welcome news no less clearly 
•when he observed that the winter 
branch of tco Milky Way, which for 
BO many months hai passed through 
the highest point of the sky, has now 
begun to perceptibly sink toward the 
ground, although it will not 'entirely 
disappear until the end of April, nor 
will the summer branch rise suffi- 
ciently high to be noticeable In the 
early evening until June. 


All of these changes are, of course, 


caused by the apparent motion of 


of this month, and who stands under 
tne wonderful heavens, can fall to 
be struck by the remarkable bril- 
liance of the whole western sky. Here 
are all of the winter constellations 
together—the blue Dog Stars in the 
south, the magnificent Orloc, the Bull 
and the Twins toward the west, and 
northward from these he will see 
the golden Capella, with the Interest- 
ing groups of Perseus, Andromeda 
and the bright Cassippela below. 
With an opera glass he can examine 
the beautiful double cluster of stars 
at D, Figure 1; the wonderful nebu- 
las at E and F, and throughout the 
whole region an exploration will be 
rewarded by the discovery of many 
star, clouds and -star clusters im- 


»\ I 


number and beauty of its double 
stars; east of this is the Lesser Lion, 
and still farther east Is the filmy, 
delicate cluster of many stars which 
forms the Maiden's Hair. • Above this, 
in the hollow of the Dipper, are the 
Hunting Doge, whom Bootes leads 
in his leash of sidereal fire. The 
positions ot the wonderful spiral 
nebulas and of striking double stars 
tc be found in this region are shown 
at the points marked H and K, re- 
spectively, in Figure 2. 


The bright star at L, Figure 1, 


whose light Is periodically hidden 
from us by the passage of a darker 
companion, will be seen at Its faint- 
est on March 6, at 10 hours 54 mln-' 
utes P. M.; on March fl, at 7 hours 
43 minutes, and on March 12, at t 
hours 32 minutes. 
As the eclipse 


progresses slowly the Hght occupies 
about four hours in fading away, so 
that the star will • first be seen to 
be growing dim about' four hours be- 
fore the above times, while the full 
brightness will not be reached until 
about three and one-half hours after 
them. 


There are many other eclipsing 


stars of this same kind In the sky. 
Thc£ at M, Figure 1, loses two-thirds 
of its light at a constant interval of 
3 days 22 hours 52 minutes. 
This 


star will be seen at its faintest on 
March 2C, at about 2 A. M., and on 
March 30 at about 1 A. M. It is a 
somewhat more difficult star to' ob- 
serve, however, than the star at L, 
for the time elapsing between when 
it first begins to grow dim and its 
time of greatest faintness is no less 
than ten hours. 


THE PLANETS. 


On March 2, at 9 A. M., the little 


planet Mercury will pass to the east 
of the sun and become an evening 
star. 
If we could see both bodies 


at once at that time we would see 
the little world moving steadily along 
m its orbit and passing below the 
sun from the right to the left side 
of It at a distance away from the 
lowest point of the sun's disc about 
equal to the diameter of the disc it- 
self. 
On the evening of March 27 


almost the exact center of t£e Milky 
Way. 
The latter, though it is- still 


in good position and its rings are 
well widened out, -is, 
nevertheless, 


sinking so near the ground that 'the 
evenings of- this month will furnish 
about the last opportunities-for .view- 
ing it until next winter. . 


Jupiter, which Is moving very 


slowly westward in the constellation 
of the Scorpion, Is drawing ever 
nearer, to our evening sky, but will 
not actually enter it until the end of

April. On March 1 It rises about 1 
A. M. and On March 31 about two 
hours earlier. 
It is still so near the 


bright red star Antares that the two 
objects form an interesting figure in 
the morning sky. 


Neptune is in Gemini, in nearly its 


best position for observation during 
the year. A small map is therefore 
added (Figure 3), to enable the pos- 
sessor of a small telescope to find it 
without difficulty. 
Though a great, 


hot, vaporous ball, no less than 35,000 
miles In diameter, it will appear In 
the telescope merely as a small, 
greenish star. Unless, however, the 
night is an unusually poor one for 
observation, the observer will notice 
that it does not shine like ti Btar,

the sky which are near him, so that 
for a time they cannot be seen by 
us. On this year, in his steady, east- 
ward motion, he will reach the point 


mersed f.r. the Milky Way, and by 
many double stars, some showing an 
interesting contrast In color. 


The' observer who is already famil- 


iar with the bright and well-known 
stars may prefer to study the tour 
faint and delicate little sroups which 
border the Great Bear on the south.

the planet will reach its greatest dis- 
tance east of the sun, and may be 
seen shining out in the twilight glow, 
very near the ground, a little south 
of the west point, tor nearly an hour 
after sunset. 
i Venus is still a brilliant object in 
the morning sky, rising about 1 hour 
40 minutes before sunrise on March 1, 
which time is diminished to 1 hour 
10 minutes by the end of the month. 
On March 16, at 2 A. M., the moon, in 
its monthly jonrney around the heav- 
ens, passes to the east of Venus, but 
at a distance of nearly four degrees 
away. The planet is moving so rap- 
idly over the sky, however, that, 
at their next meeting, on April 14, the 
center of the moon will pass almost 
squarely over the center of Venus and 
the planet will be hidden from view. 
Very unfortunately, this occurs al- 
most exactly at noon, Eastern time, 
and the sun will therefore be shining 
so brightly to all observers in the 
United States thet they will be un- 
able to witness this interesting oc- 
currence. 
Marsjind Saturn still shine brightly 


in the evening sky toward the west. 
The former planet, in its eastward 
motion, will, during the mouth, pass 
almost wholly out of Taurus and into 


Its radiance being more steady and 
constant, like that 
of a bright 


nebula. 


THE ZODIACAL LIGHT. 


If there are any readers who tried 


without success to see this Interest- 
ing object during February, they will 
have excllent opportunities to find it 
ae soon after sunset as darkness ap- 
pears during the moonless nights of 
the second and third weeks of the 
prasent month. It will be seen as a 
faint pyramid of light stretching up- 
ward from that point of the western 
horizon in which the sun was seen 
to set. 
It is brightest near the sun, 


both because the countless particles 
of which it Is composed are doubtless 
more nnmerous nearest its center and 
because they are there more strongly 
illuminated by snnligbt, and it maj 
stretch past the Pleiades all the was 
to the zenith, though its bonndariea 
are defined with difficulty. 
In tha 


tropics It may sometimes be seen 
encircling the whole sky, and its cen- 
tral, rounded portion has been seen 
extending above the northern hori- 


i zon at midnight near the times of tba 
longest days in summer. 
Its form is 


believed to be approximately that 
shown in Figure 4.
